giB—A abort letter from tbla, my birth* 
place, which 1 left forty-eight years 
ago beoanae of class prejudlee, to 
wit: my fatber was a carpenter, 
end bence It wee teken tor fraatad 
tbat 1 moat becooa a carpenter, for 
wblek I ked not tbe eilgbteet toell- 
netloo, end eo I wanted io become e 
merebent. I wee eeeueed of being 
aabamed of my pereate, etc. Tbe eoo- 
eequeoce was tbat Ameiioa became my 
permanent borne, and tbla la my first 
visit to Baodaburg. wbleb baa beeo mueb 
Improved by many fins pnblle balldlngs, 
and beautified by many small but uleely 
appointed perks, with lakes io wblob 
•wane form e feature of great beauty. 

I tblok my last letter ended with my 
arrival at Cologne, ao old aod beautiful 
live city 00 tbe Bbioe. I shall always 
remember Koeln (Cologne) for Its grand 
oatbedral, tbe arobiteolure of which la, 
to my mind, tbe fioeet old Qotblo I have 
seen In my travels. I attaoded blgb 
mass lo tbla eatbedral, wblob wte oele- 
brated by aod participated in by not 
lees than five bendred priests aoU aco¬ 
lytes to most gorgeous vestments. This 
service closed with a proceseloo around 
tbe Interior of tbe building of ail tbe 
parttclpaote, preceded by a large gold 
orofs and numerous candles, all obaot* 
log In grand harmony to tbe great organ, 
wbleb filled tbe Immeoee edifice.
